1. I am a Forensic Analyst and have been employed by Advanced 
Discovery for three years. I have been a Forensic Analyst in the industry for eight 
years. A Forensic Analyst is tasked with the collection, acquisition, processing and 
analysis of information and data on electronic devices. I have significant experience 
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over the last eight years handling matters of acquisition particularly from mobile 
devices. 

2. On July 14, 2017,1 performed a complete data acquisition on the cell 
phone of Frank Ferrara, MSISDN 13107531957, serial number DNPPJEZVG5MC. 
The extraction report compiled from this acquisition was provided to Bremer Whyte 
Brown & O’Meara LLP (“BWBO”) on July 15, 2017. 

3. On July 15, 2017,1 performed a complete data acquisition on the cell 
phone of Charlie Ferrara, MSISDN 13102917276, serial number 
C6KRX8KGGRXW. The extraction report compiled from this acquisition was 
provided to BWBO on July 16, 2017. 

4. On September 13, 2017,1 performed a complete data acquisition on the 
cell phone of Frank Ferrara, MSISDN 13107531957, serial number 
FCDNT2UUG07J. The extraction report compiled from this acquisition was 
provided to BWBO on September 13, 2017. 

5. When conducting a complete data acquisition from a cell phone, as 
performed on the foregoing cell phones of Frank and Charlie Ferrara, I use software 
called Cellebrite, which is an industry accepted forensic tool utilized for the purpose 
of data acquisition for mobile devices. 

6. In acquiring the data from the cell phones of Frank Ferrara and Charlie 
Ferrara, the data was extracted using three separate methods: logical, physical and 
file system. All three methods are combined and processed to produce the extraction 
report. 

7. Data that may have been removed from the device is still extracted so 
long as the data is recoverable and has not been overwritten. 

8. Data is not overwritten intentionally and is not controlled by the mobile 
device user. Data overwriting occurs arbitrarily in order to make space for new data 
on the phone. 
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9. I inspected Frank and Charlie Ferrara’s cell phones for software that 
may have been installed to eliminate data on the phones and did not locate any 
application or software which could have been used for the purpose of elimination of 
data or wiping away data. 

10. While it is clear from the extraction reports that some data was removed 
and also recovered, there is no way of knowing when the data was removed or 
whether Frank or Charlie Ferrara intentionally removed that data. 

11. There is also no way of knowing when any removed data, that was not 
recovered from the mobile device, was removed or overwritten. 

12. When there is a gap in data acquired from a cell phone, such gap may be 
explained by the fact that the phone may have been synced to an older backup.
